THE WAR 1N NEW ZEALAND, 


The news from the seats of war in New, 


Zealaud ia more hopeful than the accounts 
received last moath.: ‘lhe enumy looms Jess 
formidably, and the pani is subsiding. We 
hear no ‘more of the ridiculous story of an 
attack on tho town of -Wangauui.. ‘Tito 


.. Kowarn, with bis 700 or 800 men, his fallen 


back, mucli encumbered with wounded, and 
with a considerable prey of cattle, collected 
‘from the deserted settlements. Thera have 
‘bean divers skirmishes of ati insignificant 
‘character ; and on the coast a more serious 
enoyunter, in which’ tle insurgents were, 
_ defeated, thirty of them slain, and Té Koti 
“himself dangerously wounded, or, according 
to the first report, ‘killed, The white com- 
wander wished to wait for reinforcements, 
dut the native.contingent refused, beliaving 
themselves sufficiently stroug for the occa. 
sion, a4 the result proved—a fact, which 
: shows’ no’ disaffection among “ our allios” 
in that quarter." “At the two seats of the 
war, recruits ‘were fast pouting in, and the 
‘constabularly force. alone: was aaid to mus- 
ter 1,200 men, of course . undisciplined, 
The Governmeus in Wellington have offerad 
a reward of a thousand pounds for the per- 
son of.'Tito Kowaru, and five’ pounds for: 
* every Haubau prisoner, man or Jad ; and 
volunteers: bave been invited for a guerilla 
corps’ competent to scour the bush. .

BANIAN CAPTIVES IN THE SOMAL 
-+ COUNTRY, 


A curious statement mado by a native of 
the east coast. of Africa. and forwarded to 
the Government of India by Sir BE. L, 
Russell, the Resident at Aden, seoms to 
show that there are threa Baniau captives 
in the Somali country. We append it :-~ 

“I, the’ Hajee Othman bin’ Abanlla, a 
native of Brawa, state that we. sailed from 
. Bunder Murka ‘on. the 16th Jumad-al Akhir 
1285, om: a ‘Tuesday, for’ Makulla-; on the 

Wednesday -and. ‘Thuraday following. we 
encountered a heavy stortn opposite Huskul 
in the land of the Abyal.” In consequence 
of the high wind, we put into Huekul, and 
remained the Friday and Saturday in the 
port. “We could not land in conzequerice 


of. the. heavy ‘weather, “which, however, 
abated ‘alittle on: Saturday’ ‘night, and on 
Sunday morning we landed and. went to 
tho bir; the watering place; we found there 
people of the Abgal . watering ‘their beasts, 
and amongat their number a man of red- 
dish. colour, not very tall: of short, but 
of moderate ‘statute; . his right ear was 
bored, . l waked: concerning” him, and paid 
to him, who are you? He replied, I-am 
& Baniau, I: said, if, yon are a Banian, 
you should know Arabic; he said’ io, I 
replied’ how did you leari.Sonfali, and 
how did. you get amongst theso people ; he 
said, I did'not intend to go to the Somali 
country, ‘but I was shipwrecked, and wo 
landed at Howesyah, and a number of peo- 
ple met us-on the shore, aad they plunder- 
ed our property and:killed a number of us, 
all but three, and they sent us into the in. 
terior of the country. Iasked him, how long: 
you bave been in their handa? he said, twelve 
years or thirteen, with two-otlers, my com- 


.| anions, and‘ they are: now in the villages,

The fault. however (without misvopresen- 
tation) lies with themsclyes, as hitherto 
pothing has been ‘done to develope the 
natural riches of the various Islands com. 
prehended in thia Residency—mauy of them 
are literally unknown except in name, but 
from what is known by scientific researches, 
there is-na doubt that minerals abound in 
Timor—whilst it is reported also that Tin 
exists in Flores. The Coffee grown at Mo- 
barru, in Timor, is of excellent quality, and 
commands even bigher prices in the Sydney 
market than the best Java. - As to the 
mineral: wealth .of. Timor, I have obtained 
specimens. of sulphides and carbonate of 

opper from various places; extending over 
anarea of 50 English square miles—im- 
mense deposits of carbonute or green mala- 
chite exist at Atapapos ih central Timor, 
for which Mr Orawfurd, n nephew I believe 
of the celebrated author ‘of the “ {ndian 
Archipelago”, has lately ‘obtained a concea-’ 
sion from ‘the Dutch Government,—The

NEW CALEDONIA. 

Woe .are-in receipt: of intelligence fiom 
Noumea up to tlie 29th November, 

In the Moniteur de la Nouvelle Catedonie, 
of the 22nd of October -last, there was a 
brief account published of the: massacre of 
six soldiers of the [nfanterie de la Marine, | 
who bad. been sent by Captain Pons to the 
Quebas tribe.. We are now: in o position 


to give some details-of that moat deplor- 
able event. : ae ; 
Corporal-Vessier and five soldiers left the 
military post on the 5th-of October, and 
atrived,.at -7 in -morning, -at Pongouet, 
where they’ were waited without distrust 
for the nineteen labourers who ‘were to be 
sent to them. These, being engaged with 
the care of getting. ready their breakfast, 
they were imprudent eriough to pile their 
arms, without leaving so much 88 fone to, 
atand sentry boside then A New Cale: 
donisn native, named -Onedicouet, -lured 
the soldier Imbert on one side, and, after 
having talked with him familiarly, struck 
him a death-blow with hie Hatchet. - This 
was the signal fer the massaore; the unfor-. 
tunate fellows could not get to their arms, 
and they ‘were bittchered.” The carbines 
and munitions remained in the-hands of 
the murderers, a8 Shey 
‘Yhe fatal news arrived at Pousbo at 7 in 
the evening, It produced a terrible excite- 
ment amongst this tnilitary,! and Captain 
Pons, accompanied with thirty man—hay- 
ing made sure of the defences of the post— 
marched immediately to the spot to inquire

‘The post had been aasail- 
ed on three. aides -at once, and had been 
courageously defended by sergeant Gagnere 
and hia men, The enemy was beaten back 
by a well-sustained and judidionsly directed 
fire, the loss of-the foe being calculated to 
have been about, fifty man. The defenders 
had only. one inan slightly. wounded, 
although the attack lasted for an hour, “At 
this new act of hostility Captain Pons 
threw himeulf, with ten men, ‘into the out- 
post at Uubatch, leaving the post of Pouebo 
under Sous-Lieutenant Griffon. : 

Cap- 
tain-Pons received by the Fine, a reinforce. 
mout of twenty-four men of the Infanterie 
de. la. Marine,” whn lad been dispatched 
from: the: seat of the Government and on:
